75 Againſt theplaces of Scripturealleaged for the Chri- 
Nian Sabbaoth z They ſay that thereaſons drawn from 4%.

the Lords day. Forthatthe Greeke word ſoundeth in both 
places ove of the Sabbaoths: which being literally vnderſtood 
muſt needs haue reference to the Iewes Sabbaoth, not to the 
firſt day of the weeke which is our Lords daie.

Itis very euident out 
of the " ark » Tuſtin, Tertullian , and others, thatfrom 
the ordinance ofthe Apoſtles grounded on this place, the 
primitive times did make colle&ions for the poore on this 
very day vvhich vvas the firſt day ofthevveeke celebrated 
by them to the honour of Chriſt his reſurreRion and pub-

V.s5. forthat 
hee muſt needes be weaken Chriſtianity that eſteemeth all 
daicsalikenotwithſtanding the plain conſtitution and prac- 
tiſeof the inſpired Apoſtles going before. The auncient Fa» 
thers , Origen, Ambroſe, Oecumenins Primaſins, Anſelmus,do 
vnderſtand the Apoſtle-to ſpeake of faſting from meates on 
certaine dayes, and (as Chryſoſtome, Theodoret and Theophi- 
{att define it ) from ſwines fleſhe : which dayes and abſti- 
nenceſay Caluin, Bullinger, Beza, Olentan, Piſcator, Eraſmus, 
Lyra, andthe very Rhemiſts, arcto be conſtrued of the ce- 
remonies meerely Iewiſh and ceremoniall : with the which 
ſenſe this Scripture being limited, it includeth not the dayes 
cſtabliſhedand veattifed in thenew Teſtament by 2 ge”

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call authority. Theother places of Ga/.4.10. & Col.2.16.17. 
are by all Interpreters alſo vnderſtood of the Tewiſh feſtiut- 
tics, ſo farre forthonly as they were Ceremomnials,figuresand 
ſhadowes of things to come, and being aboliſhed by Chriſt 
his comming ovght notto beobſerued any longer. And this, 
the very ſcope ofthe Apoſtle, circumſtancesof theplaces, 
and manner of ſpeaking and noting the names of the dayes 
and times and that in theplurall number,aboundantly con- 
firme. And thus doth Calxin,Beza, Marlorat, Zanchins, Pife 
cator, Lyra, Eraſmus, the Papiſt Bellarmine and Rhemiſts,and 
(before them) all the ſtreameof Grecian Fathers with He- 
rome and eAuguſtize, interpretboth theſe Scriptures ſothat - 
(% Zanchimns ſpeakes) The Apoſtle in theſe places doth not for- 
id that there ſhould bee any certaine dayes publikely ſolemmized in 
the Church , wheria the faith fall might aſſemble toprayand to re= 
ceine the Sacraments together . For the eApeftlesand other the 
godly did vſually come togither on the Lords day,and would that al 
things ſhould be done by order in the Church. Wherfore (fayth he) 
'onleſſe we would affirme that the Apoſtle did contraditt himelfe,it 
muſt needes be confeſſed that the Apoſtle in theſe places to the Gal, 
& Col.did nothing leſſe then teach that no dayes ſnould be ſolemms= 
ly obſeruedin the Church of Christ.

T he contrary iudgement worketh contrary effe&es. For 
itdepriueth G O D of his honour, the Church of Religion, 
the Common wealth of order, the body of reſt, the fouleof 
inſtruction, the life of diretion , the word of attendance, 
the miniſtery ofreuerence, and drawesalonga world ofin- 
conveniences and miſchiefes beſides. Foritplainely brec- 
deth ſlouth and ſcandallin the Miniſtry : negle& & meere 
contempt of Miniſtry in thepeoplez confirming blindneſle 
and ſuperſtition inthe ignorant, quenching the zZeale ofthe 
more Cowan: ſtrengthening the hands of the more wicked, 
and giuing liberty to them thataretoo aptto take it ofpro- 
faning ofthe Sabbaoth day of God. It hinders the courſe of 
the Goſpell, depriueth ofthemeanes of godlinclle, it defa. 
ceththe beauty, & cutsin twothevery linews of the Church, 
enlarging Sathans horrid kingdome and power of darknes, 
by giuing ſtrength to Athiſme, Papiſme, and carnall goſpel- 
ling ; Aboliſhing the Vaniuerfities by incuitable conſe- 

uence, and ſhaking the frame and fabricke, yeapoyſoning 
vp the vitall powers of the very Common-wealth: And in a 
word drawing on confuſton, irreligion, Barbariſme, Gods 
curſc and vtterdeſolation onthem all. 

Wherefore thetruth of this dorine ofthe Chriſtian Sab- 
baoth being cleere : itfolloweth that all adverſaric tudge- 
mentstoitarecondemned: whether they bee Swinckefeldians, 
that wil haueno miniſtry: or Familiſts and theirfellow Ana- 
baptiſts that wil haue no Sabbaoth, or Iewes that inſiſt vpon 
the Legall Sabbaoth, or Papiſts that hold the Sabbaoth 
anRified by their unpious Maſle and other Antichriſtian I- 
dolatries and will-worſhips; or Libertines that giuethem- 
ſelues|8 others liberty tolabour on the Sabbaoth,or to pro. 
faneitby vaineſports, games, recreations, feaſtinges, daun- 
cings, Maypoles, Church-alcs, ſtage-playes, and thelike, 
morethen heatheniſh vanities, or whatſocuer may be called 
the , 
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thewillorwayes of man, or whatſoeucrtendeth to profane | 
or hinder the effeuall ſanRifying of the Chriſtian Sabba- 
oth : wholſeſeuerall obliquities, (being oppoſite to al ſound 
iudgements and Chriſtian praiſe) ſufficiently manifeſt the 
falſhood of themſelues, and mutually confuteeach other,be- 
ing compared with the truth of God, i 

It remaineth that thou bee exhorted (O Chriſtian peruſer 
ofthis truth of God) vnto the conſcionable & carefull prac- 
tiſe ofthe Chriſtian Sabbaoth . Conſider vvith thy ſelfethe 
reaſons that haue been alleaged; and letthe euidenceofthem 
cauſe thee to captiuatethy thoughts vato them. And know, 
that ifamong them all but one beetrue, tis enough; oneis 
too much fora Chriſtian manto depraue or cauell at, who: 
belceueth gran day to come : Idoubtnot but aman 
might moreealily perſwadethemultitudeto any extreamity 
then to theright, andſoto break the Sabbaoth thento keep 
it holy: corrupted doQtrines are familiar to corrupted nature. 
And it is not hard toperſwade vntothat hberty , which all 
men pleade for and purſue. /Nay more, it is notpoſllillefor 
any man toteach that liberty which the moſt part wil not far 
excecdein praiſe. Sovnſcaſonableare the dottrines of let- 
ting ſlacke the reines of godlineſle vnto this headſtrong and 
vnruly age of ours : and ſo vnſound; againſt the which all 
ſound and learnediudgements, and godly Churches & per- 
ſons praRiſe,are oppoſitely ſet. And therforeif the Apoſtles 
and all faithfull teachers and ſernants of God haue walked in 
this path before z wherin they paſſed through and from this 
world, without eithero0::twarde inconuenience, orinwarde 
wound of conſciencez but with much fpirituall profitand 
ſenſibleincreaſe of knowledgeand of grace, and with conti- 
nuall,finall, and vnſpeakcable peace and cornfort : who will 
not hazard theimitation of their praiſe for the gayning of

common ſenſe to ſale, will leane the certaine way ofall the 
Saints and ſeeke a newe found way,whichno man euer went
